A tablet on 
the side of a Imild- 
ing in the Colorado 
metropolis sets forth 
IGNATIUS J. DUNN,

fore has a national political convention 
elected to hold it.self so liigh up iu 
the world, and never before has such 
n convention been held so far to the 
w estw ard. In 1000 the Democratic na­ 
tional convention met in Kansas City, 
that being until the present year “far­ 
thest west’* for all national nominating 
conventions. 
Denver is pardonably proud of Its 
distinction in securing this great con- 
^’ention, where will assemble 1,008 del­ 
egates from all the states and territo­ 
ries to nominate candidates for the 


ed the coiistruetioQ of a convention 
Iiall, 
to be called the Auditorium, 
w hich should be the biggest of its k ind 
ill the Cnited States. The city has ful­ 
filled that pledge, having put up a 
splendid stone, steel and brick struc- 
tnre, with a seating capacity larger 
than that of Madison Square Garden, 
ill New York . 
Tlie Garden seats 12,- 
13.5, to lie exact, while the Denver Au­ 
ditorium seats 12,500. 
This capacity 
is far in excess of that of the great 
Mormon talKTuacle at Salt Lak e City, 
the Cincinnati :^Iiisic hall, the Motro- 
jiolitan Opera House in New York or 
the Auditorium or the Coliseum in Chi­ 
cago. 
Tlie Denver Auditorium is built for 
generations, as Denver hopes to get 
many more big conventions. It Is situ­ 
ated in the business center of the city. 
The structure contains 4.500,000 cubic 
feet of space and is lighted by 5,000 
sixteen candle power electric lights. 
Three million brick and l,5t>0 tons of 
steel were used in the construction. The 
12.500 sea1|; are all ofiera chairs, no 
cia*ap wooden affairs, and there is 
room for the placing pf a considerable 
number of extra chairs in the immense 
liall when occasion calls for them. As 
to exits, this hall has the rest of the 
United States gasping for air. W ithin 
two minutes the entire building can be

On these electric coach­ 
es tiie visitor may observe under the 
tutelage of a scholarly and liumor<jiis 
lecturer with a megaphone most of the 
sights of the city—the broa« i, clean 
business section, the wholesome, happy 
residential areas, the park s, the state 
capitol building, the city’s public li­ 
brary and tlie state library and, in 
fact, everything to l>e expected in à 
modern city except slums. Denver has 
no slums. 
A'isftors from the far eastern sections 
of. the United States w^ho may have 
become ^âlèiïstoined to look ing tfopon 
^estern oifcjes as the resorts-qfi foot 
pads and other k inds of holdup men 
will discover that there are no dark 
streets in Denver where a footpad 
may operate. Perhaps in no other city 
of the nation Is electric light employed 
as a permanent police force. Of course 
there are living policemen, too, but the 
city fathers of Denver some time ago 
put in operation a unique lighting sys­ 
tem with a particular intention towmrd 
mak ing robbery a difficult and perilons 
pastime. 
Even the alleys are bril­ 
liantly lighted, so that the crook finds 
little chance to operate. As a result of 
the electric police force nocturnal rob­ 
beries and assaults are scarcely k nown 
in Denver. 
If the visitor to whom the “seeing 
car lecturer points out the mile high 
sign is not satisfied with that unusi\al 
altitude he need not go home without 
going higher. Let him tak e a train for 
the famous Georgetown loop and be­ 
yond to Silver Plume, which is two 
miles high. 
The trip is a m atter of 
only about three hours and is as full of 
thrills as the fretful porcupine’s ex­ 
terior is full of quills. 
Past gold 
mines 
prodigiously 
rich 
the 
train 
climbs up the mountains, the track 
winding around and up so that at 
Georgetown it crosses over itself twice. 
In case two miles high is too low for 
satisfaction, there is still higher climb­ 
ing by rail. 
The road which climbs 
Gray’s peak , not far from Denver, Is 
the “highest up” raihvay in the world 
Tn a zigzag fashion the train ci^wls 
up the mountain wall until all around 
the amazed tourist lies perpetual snow 
and within his range of vision are 182 
mountain i ■ c.k«'. ef the mighty Rock y 
range. 
This hii,h line Is something 
new, having been in operation but two 
seasons. 
The altitude reached by this 
railway is 14,000 feet, considerably 
more than tw o and a half miles. 
Should further thrills be sought after 
these the passenger may mak e a one 
day trip into the Royal gorge and re- 
urn. 
Another trip is that into the 
wonderful gold fields of Cripple Creek 
and their vicinity, which, in the lan­ 
guage of an euthusiast, is “a one day 
rip that bank rupts the English lan­ 
guage.” 
A night’s ride from Denver 
s Glenwood Springs, the l)eautiful w*a- 
tering place. A similar distance is the 
Pik e’s Peak region, with Colorado 
Springs, Manitou Springs and the cog 
road up Pik e’s Peak and the drive 
hrough the astounding Garden of the 
Gods. 
Denver Itself Is about fifteen miles 
from the mountains, though the m ar­ 
velously clear atmosphere causes the 
stranger to imagine that he can walk 
to the mountains and get back before 
break fast. 
Gold and silver a re ‘by no 
means the only products of Colorado. 
In the delightful little valleys and on 
the plateaus around Denver one may 
see the prettiest of farms, agriculture 
being made possible and profitable 
through Irrigation. 
Denver is at the Junction of the 
South Platte river and Cherry creek . 
Along the bank s and in the bed of 
Cherry creek , right in the city, used to 
be placer gold in paying quantities. 
For that m atter, anybody in Denver 
today may go down to the creek wTth 
a pan and w ash out $1 or $2 worth of 
gold dust ill a day’s vro rk. 
“Is that so?” exclaimed an excited 
tourist wffio recently visited Denver 
and heard this fact casually mention­ 
ed. 
“Why, I don’t see anybody down 
there look ing for gold. Why don’t you 
folk s tak e advantage of your opportu­ 
nities and pick up gold if it is lying 
around loose?” 
The informant, a Denverite, smiled 
softly. 
“Why,” he replied, “there’s nobody 
in Denver poor enough to have to work 
for $2 a day, so w hat’s the use?” 
Colorado is the only state iu the Un­ 
ion which has a preacher for governor. 
The Rev. Dr. Henry A. Buchtel, chan­ 
cellor of the University of Denver, is 
the chief executive of the state. 
An­ 
other Interestiug political fact Is that 
women vote in Colorado on equal 
terms with men for any candidate, 
from the man who runs for Justice of 
the peace to his fellow citizen who 
seek s the presidmicy. 
Never beforè 
has a national convention met in a 
state w'here the enthusiastic ladies In 
the galleries of the convention hall 
will vote in November for or against 
the candidates nominated at the con 
vent ion. 
Colorado Is called the Centennial 
State because it was admitted to the 
Union in 187 0, Jnst a hundred years 
from tlie promulgation of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
It is the most 
mountainous of ail the states and by 
far the richest in mineral wealth. Den­ 
ver has the largest smelting w^ork s in 
the world, but for all Its furnaces it is 
a remark ably clean city, with a pellu­ 
cid atmosphere and no trace of coal 
smok e sm ut on the walls of the build­ 
ings. 
iTenver has four high schools ant 
slxtyfive graded schools and no less 
than 18 0 churches.

Indiana w’ere named for president and 
vice president. Tilden, who was gov­ 
ernor of New York , was a master poli­ 
tician and had planned his campaign 
with marvelous ability. Governor Hen­ 
drick s of Indiana W'as his chief oppo­ 
nent. Hendrick s accepted tlie second 
place on the tick et with some reluc­ 
tance. 
Tilden was elected in Novem­ 
ber, according to the best k nowledge 
and belief of all Democrats and many 
Republicans, but a special commission 
created to decide electoral contests 
voted his oiipoiient, 
Rutherford B. 
Hayes of Ohio, into the presidential 
chair. The electoral commission was 
made up of eight Republicans and 
seven Democrats. The final vote on 
the m atters in contest was eight Re­ 
publicans for Hayes and seven Demo­ 
crats for Tilden. 
In 18 8 0 the Democrats met June 22 
in Cincinnati.

At President Jack son’s Instance the 
convention which named candidates 
for the election of 18 36 met May 20, 
18.35, nearly eighteen months prior to 
election day,» tlnis giving Martin Van 
Buren and Richard M. Johnson, the 
nominees, the longest campaign in the 
history of America. 
This convention 
adopted no platform. 
Andrew Jack ­ 
son was the Democratic platform. The 
whole power of .Tack son’s administra­ 
tion was exerted toward the election 
of Van Buren in order to overthrow’ 
John C. Calhoun, with whom “Old 
Hick ory” had quarreled. 
President Van Buren w’as renominat­ 
ed in 1840. the convention meeting 
May 5, as the unanimous choice of tbe 
partv. 
Tiie convention refused to re­ 
nominate Vice President Johnson, mak ­ 
ing, In fact, no nomination for that 
office. 
Nevertheless Van Buren was 
badlv defeated in the election by Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison, while Johps^i|, 
was elected vice president by the U'tfit- 
ed Sthtes semate. 
The convention of 
18 40 adopted a platform, the first ever 
adopted by any national convention. 
It declared tiiat the federal govern­ 
ment is one of limited powers, which 
should be strictly construed by all the 
departments.

Causes of Railrosd Aceidents, 
According to the-records of the In- 
tetrstato commerce com m ision there 
w'ere 7,432 derailments on railroads 
In the United States during the year 
ending June 30, 19()7. 
These accidents 
resulted in the'death of 515 persons 
and the injury of 6,^95. 
This w’as an 
increase of L.871 derailments over the 
previous year, with a proportionate in­ 
crease in fatalities arid 
injuries. 
A 
study of the causes show’s that a little 
more than two-thirds of these acci­ 
dents were due to defects in equip­ 
ment, the remainder to defects in road 
way. 
The trouble is attributed large­ 
ly to the enormous increase in traffic, 
which in recent jears has exceeded 
the carrying capacity of the roads, ne­ 
cessitating the luse of every car and en­ 
gine capable of running,'and* subject­ 
ing the permanenent structures to un­ 
exampled strain.
